The officers of volunteers who had risen 
highest, and done the most effective service, 
at the end of the late war, were graduates 
of West Point—Grant, SmerMan, SHERI- 
DaN, Mrapz, Tuomas, Hancock and 6o on. 
It has been shown by a statistician that the 
entire cost of maintaining this great school 
since its founding in 1802, has been less than 
a week’s war expenses during the late rebel- 
oneves vw ssh amealiabeaes ha expenses it 
saved ! 

Besides, even under the present organiza- 
tion, we never have had to make places in 
the army for West Pointers. A large propor- 
tion of them, after having ‘given to the ser- 
vice of the country some of their most vigor- 
ous years, go back to civil life. They are not 
lost to the country there—they save it the 
expense of their maintenance. With the first 
note of war, you find them in the field—their 
old military. knowledge ready for use, and 
bettered by experience with men.
